Third Sugar Bowl 


Huskers in 16th-straight bowl

Nebraska's Cornhuskers will be making their third Sugar Bowl appearance on 
Jan. 1, 1985, and it will mark their 16th-consecutive post-season game. 

None of 1984's bow! entries can match the Husker string, during which time 
Nebraska has won 10 and lost five. Goach Tom Osborne will be skippering his 
12th-consecutive bow! venture and he'll take a 6-5 record into the Sugar Bow! 
against Louisiana State on New Year's Night. 

The Husker log over the past 16 campaign shows appearances in seven Orange 
Bowls, two Sugar Bowls, two Cotton Bowls and single trips to the Sun, Liberty, 
Bluebonnet and Fiesta Bowls. 

While playing in a bow! game is nothing new to the Cornhuskers, neither is 
playing tough competition for a large bag of marbles. Currently ranked fourth by 
UPI and fifth by AP the Huskers still have an outside chance at the national title, 
provided they can get by LSU. 

Last year the Huskers—unbeaten in 12 games and ranked No. 1 all season— 
dropped a 31-30 squeaker to Miami in the Orange Bowl and the Hurricanes vaulted 
to No, 1, In the 1982 Orange Bow! game, Nebraska could have won the No, 1 spot 
by beating Clemson in the Orange Bowl, but the Tigers pulled oul a 22-15 win 
and were awarded the title. 

Heartbreak continued to dog the Huskers in 1984. After socking UCLA, 42-3, 
Nebraska moved back into the No. 1 spot, only to lose a 17-9 stunner to Syracuse 
in the Carrier Dome, thanks in part to the absence of Jeff Smith, the nation’s leading 
ground-gainer at the time. 

Shaking off the disappointment of losing the No. 1 spot twice in the same year 
(Orange Bowl and Syracuse), the Cornhuskers proceeded to battle through six Big 
Eight games—running their string to 27 without a loss—and clinch a share of a 
fourth consecutive championship, Miraculously, after a 41-7 win over Kansas in 
the 10th game, the Huskers were back alop the polls as the No. 1 team in the 
nation, 

But the wacky wonders of the 1984 college football season continued the next 
week, and the Oklahoma Sooners were able to hold off Nebraska's plunge for 
victory from the three-inch line and upset the Cornhuskers, 17-7, again knocking 
them off the top perch. 

Thus, the Huskers wound up the regular season as co-champions of the Big 
Right with a fine 9-2-0 record and a bid from the Sugar Bowl. It will be Nebraska's 
third trip to New Orleans and the Huskers’ first appearance in the Superdome. 

Tom Osborne is 1-0 in the Sugar, beating Florida, 13-10, in the Dec. 31, 1974, 
game after the Gators had taken a 10-0 lead in the last outdoor Sugar Bowl, Coach 
Bob Devaney's Huskers ran into an Alabama team that featured a quarterback 
named Kenny Stabler and an end named Ray Perkins in the 1967 Sugar Bowl 
game, and Bear Bryant's Crimson Tide whacked Nebraska, 34-7. 

Nebraska will bring a potent football team to New Orleans, one worthy of its 
Big Eight championship and high national ranking, and perhaps the No, 1 spot. 
The Huskers led the Big Eight in rushing offense (311.1 yards per game), scoring 
offense (32.6), total offense (427.5) and punt returns (12,3). Nationally, Nebraska 
rated third, sixth, 12th and third in those same categories. 
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Defensively, Nebraska led the Big Eight in total defense (203.3), scoring defense 
(9.5), and pass defense (124.5), while ranking second in rushing defense (78.8). 
Nationally, the Huskers ranked first in total defense and scoring defense, fifth in 
pass defense and fourth in rushing defense. 

Don’t ignore the kicking game, either. Nebraska led the Big Eight in net punting 
(38.4), which ranked 29th in the nation, and in kickoff returns (23.3), good for 
fourth place in the NCAA rankings. 

All this points to a well-balanced, complete football team, which was the 
trademark of the 1984 Cornhuskers. 

Nebraska had individual standouts, too. Sophomore I-Back Doug DuBose (1,040 
yards) and senior I-Back Jeff Smith (935) went one-two in the Big Eight rushing 
race, and both earned All-Big Eight honors. Center Mark Traynowicz won con- 
sensus All-America honors, while tackle Mark Behning and guard Harry Grim- 
minger (an All-America pick by The Sporting News) also were named All-Big Eight 
selections, Punter Scott Livingston (41.2) also was an All-Big Eight choice. 

Ends Bill Weber and Scott Strasburger, and safety Bret Clark were defensive 
standouts who earned All-Big Eight honors, while Clark was also named to the 
Football News, Football Writers and Sporting News All-America teams. 

Boasting a super 52-9-0 record over the past five years and a 33-4 mark the 
past three years, the Nebraska Cornhuskers will take a proud tradition and a 
burning desire to launch 1985 on a high note to New Orleans.

Nebraska's Tom Osborne has stamped his mark indelibly on college football, 
ranking as one of the most successful coaches in the history of the game. 

Osborne is taking his 1984 Cornhusker team to the Sugar Bow! and it will be 
the 12th-conseculive post-season trip he’s directed since succeeding Bob Devaney 
in 1973, 

During those 12 seasons, Tom has produced a sensational record: 

—A record of 117 wins, only 27 losses and two ties for a winning percentage 
of .808, second best in the nation among NCAA Divison I-A active coaches. 

—Twelve consecutive years of winning nine or more games. 

—Won or tied for the Big Eight Conference championship six times, including 
the current string of four straight titles (tied with Oklahoma in 1984). 

—In 1982 and 1983 Osborne's Cornhuskers lost only two games in 26 outings, 
24-27 to national champion Penn State and 30-31 to national champion Miami. 

—In 1982 Osborne's Huskers led the nation in rushing, total offense and scoring; 
in 1983 they were No, 1 in rushing and scoring and second in total offense; in 
1984 they were third in rushing, sixth in scoring and 12th in total offense. 

Already hailed as the top offensive coach in the nation, Osborne produced a 
defensive team in 1984 that led the nation in total defense and scoring defense 
and finished fourth in rushing defense. 

—Osborne’s teams have finished in the top 10 during each of his 12 years as 
head coach of the Huskers. 

—During his career, Osborne has skippered 25 All-America players, 57 All-Big 
Right players and 21 academic All-America players. A stickler for academics as 
well as football ability, Tom's leadership has also produced 10 NCAA post-graduate 
scholars, three National Football Foundation and Hall of Fame Scholar-Athletes 
and two NCAA Top Five honorees. 

During Osborne's reign, the Huskers also produced three consecutive Outland 
Trophy winners (Dave Rimington in 1981 and 1982, Dean Steinkuhler in 1983), 
two consecutive Lombardi Award winners (Rimington in 1982 and Steinkuhler 
in 1983) and Heisman Trophy winner Mike Rozier (1983). 

—During Osborne's 11 years prior to the current season, the Huskers have sent 
40 players into professional football, including 11 first-round NFL selections. 

Football News named Osborne national Coach-of-the-Year in 1983, 

Under Osborne, Nebraska has extended its string of consecutive top-10 rankings 
to 15, and consecutive bow! appearances to 16. Before the loss to Miami last 
January, his teams had beaten Texas, 19-3, in the 1974 Cotton Bow! (making him 
the first coach to take a team to a major bow! in his first year at the helm); beaten 
Florida, 13-10, in the 1971 Sugar Bow]; lost to Arizona State, 17-14, in the 1975 
Fiesta Bowl; beaten Texas Tech, 27-24, in the 1976 Astro-Bluebonnet Bowl: beaten 
North Carolina, 21-17, in the 1977 Liberty Bowl; lost lo Oklahoma, 31-24, in the 
1979 Orange Bow}; lost to Houston, 17-14, in the 1980 Cotton Bowl; beaten Mis- 
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sissippi State, 31-17, in the 1980 Sun Bowl; lost to national champion Clemson, 
22-15, in the 1982 Orange Bowl, and beaten LSU, 21-20, in the 1983 Orange Bowl. 
His overall bowl record is 6-5, including 5-3 in the “major” bowls. 

Only one Osborne-coached team has finished lower than second in the Big 
Eight—the 1976 team which tied for fourth, but only one game out of a first-ever 
three-way tie for first. His teams have won or shared the conference title five times 
in 10 years (1975, 1978, 1981, 1982 and 1983.) 

He has three times been named Big Eight coach-ol-the-year (1975, 1978 and 
1980), and four times been named District VI coach-of-the-year by the American 
Football Coaches Association and Kodak (1978, 1979, 1980 and 1983.) In addition, 
in 1978, he was named Bobby Dodds National Coach-of-the-Year by the Atlanta 
Quarterback Club and Delta Air Lines for his efforts toward the advancement of 
the higher and more notable aspects of college coaching. 

In 1982, he was the first recipient of the Distinguished Nebraskalander Award 
from the Nebraskaland Foundation and in 1983 he was named national coach-of- 
the-year by the Fellowship of Christian Athletes, 

Osborne, who graduated from Hastings College in 1959 before logging pro time 
with the Washington Redskins and San Francisco 49ers, joined Devaney as an 
assistant in 1962. In 1965 he received his Ph.D. in educational psychology, then 
elected football! coaching as a career. He coached the Husker receivers and helped 
build the NU offense into one of the most potent in the nation during the 1970 
and 1971 national championship years. 

While Osborne was a newcomer to the head coaching ranks in 1973, he was 
no stranger to Nebraska football. Osborne was a member of Bob Devaney’s incom- 
parable staff for 11 years—the last six as a key organizer of a steamroller offense, 

During his tenure on the Devaney staff, Osborne headed the passing game 
strategy and coached the receivers. When Devaney announced his retirement from 
coaching in favor of full-time athletic director duties following the 1971 season, 
he announced Osborne as his designated successor, Osborne served as assistant 
head coach and director of recruiting in Devaney’s final campaign in 1972, then 
took the head coaching reins in 1973. 

An outstanding high school athlete at Hastings High School in the mid 1950s, 
Osborne was named Nebraska prep Athlete of the Year, Passing up major college 
offers, Osborne became the star quarterback and basketball! player for Hastings 
College where both his father and grandfather had matriculated. At Hastings, he 
played both football and basketball for Coach Tom McLaughlin, who was elected 
to the Nebraska Footba!! Hall of Fame in 1982. In 1959 he was named State College 
Athlete of the Year—the first athlete in Nebraska history to win both the high 
school and college honor. 

Following graduation from Hastings with a bachelor's degree, Osborne played 
two years with the Washington Redskins and one year with the San Francisco 
49ers as a flankerback before returning to Nebraska. 

In 1962 he contacted Bob Devaney and secured a position as a graduate assistant 
on the Husker staff. He continued in that capacity until he obtained his master's 
degree in 1963. Continuing his dual role in education and football coaching, Os- 
borne gained his doctorate in 1965 and, holding the academic rank of instructor 
of educational psychology in Teacher’s College, was a half-time coach.

One of the greatest coaches in the history of American football, Bob Devaney— 
who was enshrined in the National Football Hall of Fame in 1981—has devoted 
his energy in recent years to the development of one of the most successful college 
athletic programs in the nation, Devaney heads both the men's and women's 
athletic programs. 


Nebraska has one of the finest athletic plants in the nation, thanks to Devaney's 
inspiration and leadership during the past 21 years. The last four years, the Huskers 
have won the Big Eight all-sports championships, and continued improvement of 
facilities has been a mark of his leadership. 


Since Devaney became athletic director in 1967, Nebraska's Memorial Stadium 
has been enlarged to a capacity of 73,640 and an artificial turf field, huge press 
box and scoreboard have been added. Also added in 1983 was the Otto and Gladys 
Baumann Baseball] Clubhouse-Office Building. 


Since 1967, the Cornhuskers also have added a multi-purpose office building 
at the south end of Memorial Stadium, an outdoor track facility—Ed Weir Stad- 
jum—and a new baseball park—Buck Beltzer Field—with an AstroTurf infield and 
grandstands, as well as a new softball stadium for the women's program, 


Devaney also spear-headed a drive for the new multi-purpose complex that 
resulted in the Nebraska Legislature voting a cigarette tax to finance a 14,438-seat 
basketball arena, with adjacent swimming complex and indoor track plant. The 
result of his efforts was the Nebraska Sports Complex, which opened its doors in 
the fall of 1976. Besides the basketball arena, the NU Sports Complex, located on 
the Nebraska State Fairgrounds, houses a 220-yard synthetic track with seating for 
4,500, a 25 meter x 25 yard swimming pool, and practice areas for the wrestling 
and gymnastics teams. In 1978, the Complex was renamed—by a vote of the Board 
of Regents—the Bob Devaney Sports Center. 


Few coaches ever achieved the success Devaney did as headmaster of the 
Nebraska Cornhuskers from 1962 to 1972. During most of that span he was the 
“winningest coach in the nation,’ based on percentage of victories. He wound up 
with three straight Grange Bow! wins to go with his amazing record of nine bow! 
trips in 11 years, eight Big Eight titles, two national championships, two Outland 
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Award winners, a Lombardi Trophy winner, a Heisman Trophy winner and nu- 
merous coach of the year and similar honors. Twice his teams won four straight 
Big Eight titles—1963-1966 and 1969-1972. 


In his final season, Devaney's 1972 Huskers went 9-2-1 with a 40-6 win over 
Notre Dame in the Orange Bowl, and Bob led the nation's active coaches with a 
lifetime record of 136-30-7 for an .806 winning percentage. That vear, too, Johnny 
Rodgers won the Heisman Trophy and Rich Glover swept the Outland and Lom- 
bardi Trophies. 


Devaney was named Coach of the Year by the Walter Camp Foundation, the 
Washington Touchdown Club and the Football Writers Association after Nebraska's 
Cornhuskers were undefeated in 13 games in 1971, sweeping to the national cham- 
pionship after winning the Game of the Century against Oklahoma, 35-31, 


It was the second-straight national championship for Nebraska. The 1970 team 
was also undefeated (11-0-1), and during the span of 1969 to 1972, the Huskers 
went 32 games wtihout a defeat. After Nebraska defeated LSU in the 1971 Orange 
Bowl game to win its first national title, former President Richard Nixon came to 
Lincoln to bestow a presidential plaque upon Devaney and co-captains Dan Schneiss 
and Jerry Murtaugh. 


The Devaney Huskers reaped countless honors during those two years—AP 
and UPI trophies, the Grantland Rice Trophy. the MacArthur Bow], Big Eight and 
Orange Bowl trophies and Coach of the Year by the Football News, 


All Star games were old hat for Devaney who coached in many post-season 
classics such as the Hula Bowl, the Coaches All America, the All America Bowl, 
the Blue-Gray and the Shrine East-West. He also coached the College All Stars 
against the NFL Champion Dallas Cowboys in the 1972 Chicago game, 


At Nebraska, Devaney’s teams won 101, lost 20 and tied two in 11 years, 
following his 35-10-5 record at Wyoming, He never had a losing season al Nebraska 
and he directed three undefeated teams—in 1965, 1970 and 1971, In 11 years 
Devaney’s teams went to nine post-season games, winning six and losing three. 
The Huskers played in the Gotham Bowl, Cotton Bowl, Sugar Bowl, Sun Bow! 
and four times in the Orange Bow! with Devaney at the helm. 


Under Devaney's outstanding leadership, too, the Cornhuskers produced 22 
All-America players and 72 All Big Bight selections in 10 years. 


Devaney played football as an end at Alma College in Michigan, graduating 
with a B.S. in 1939, 


After starting his coaching career at Big Beaver, Mich., High, Devaney moved 
to Keego Harbor and Saginaw before spending seven years at Alpena High where 
his teams had a 52-9-0 record. He then joined Biggie Munn, and later Duffy Daugh- 
erty, al Michigan State before becoming head coach at Wyoming in 1957. 


Devaney is married to his college sweetheart, the former Phyllis Wiley, His 
son, Mike, and daughter Patricia, are both graduates of the University of Nebraska, 
He's a grandfather, too, with Mike's family including a daughter and a son.

Dr. Martin A. Massengale 


Dr. Martin A. Massengale, became Chancellor of the University of Nebraska— 
Lincoln on June 1, 1981. He was named ‘‘Midlands Man of the Year" in December 
of 1982 by the Omaha World—Herald. 


Dr. Massengale came to Nebraska in 1976 from the University of Arizona. He 
joined the Arizona faculty in 1958 as assistant professor of agronomy. He was 
named head of the Department of Agronomy in 1966 and was named Associate 
Dean of the College of Agriculture and Associate Director of the Agriculture Ex- 
periment Station in 1974. He also served on the staff of the University of Wisconsin 
and Western Kentucky University. 


A native of Monticello, Ky.. Dr, Massengale holds a B.S. degree from Western 
Kentucky University and M.S. and Ph.D, degrees from the University of Wisconsin. 
He and his wife, Ruth, have two children—Jennifer and Alan. 


Dr. Massengale is recognized nationally and internationally as an agronomist 
and consultant on crops research, teaching, and administration. He has served as 
a consultant in the United States, Brazil, Mexico, Saudi Arabia, Indonesia, and 
the Soviet Union. 


He is a fellow of the American Association for the Advancement of Science 
and the American Society of Agronomy. He is past president of the Crop Science 
Society of America, Dr. Massengale was named one of the Outstanding Educators 
of America, professor of the year in the College of Agriculture at the University 
of Arizona, and received several awards from the Future Farmers of America. 


The author or co-author of more than 70 technical articles and co-author of 
two books, his research emphasis is in the area of water use efficiency. photosyn- 
thate production, and cutting management for forage plants. 


He is a member of Sigma Xi, Phi Kappa Phi, Alpha Zeta, Gamma Sigma Delta, 
Phi Sigma, and Gamma Alpha honor societies; the National Merit Scholarship 
Corporation Board of Directors, the Nebraska Academy of Science, Arizona Acad- 
emy of Science, National Association of Colleges and Teachers of Agriculture, 
American Society of Plant Physiology, and is a past president of the Western 
Society of Crop Science. He is a certified professional crop scientist and a certified 
professional agronomist. 
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UNIVERSITY PRESIDENT 


Dr. Ronald W. Roskens 


Dr. Roskens has served as President of the University of Nebraska since April, 
1977. Prior to that, he was Chancellor of the University of Nebraska at Omaha, a 
position he assumed on July 1, 1972. 


He was born and raised on a farm near Spencer, lowa, and attended a one- 
room elementary schoo]. Dr. Roskens earned both B.A. and M.A. degrees from the 
University of Northern [owa at Cedar Falls, lowa. and a Ph.D. from the University 
of lowa. 


Dr. Roskens has received honorary doctorate degrees from Creighton University, 
Huston-Tillotson College (Austin, Texas), Hastings College, Nebraska Wesleyan 
University and Midland Lutheran College. 


Before his affiliation with the University of Nebraska, he was an Assistant Dean 
at the University of lowa and Executive Vice President at Kent State University. 


He serves as chair of the Board of the American Council on Education, and 
board member of the Foundation for the Study of Presidential and Congressional 
Terms, Willa Cather Pioneer Memorial and Educational Foundation and several 
corporations. Pres. Roskens is on the American Council on Education's ad hoc 
committee on Division | Intercollegiate Athletic Programs. He is Chairman of the 
Executive board of the North Central Association, the accrediting group for aca- 
demic programs in mid-America, and a member of the Commission on Institutions 
of Higher Education, and serves on the Business-Higher Education Forum of the 
American Council on Education, 


In 1980-81 he was King of Ak-Sar-Ben. Dr. Roskens, who was named “Midlands 
Man of the Year" in 1977 by the Omaha World-Herald, is listed in “Who's Wha 
in America’ and ‘‘American Men and Women of Science" as well as having been 
named by Change Magazine as one of the “100 Young Leaders of the Academy.” 


Dr. Roskens received a Citation for Meritorious Service in 1978 from B'nai 
B'rith, a national award from 4-H, and has been named "Outstanding Alumnus” 
by the University of Northern Iowa. 


Recently, he received the Commander's Cross, Order of Merit, from the Federal 
Republic of Germany for his contributions to international educational! exchanges 
between West Germany and the University. 


He and his wife, Lois, are parents of four children.

Dr, James O'Hanlon, Dean of Teachers College, became Nebraska's Institutional 
Representative to the Big Eight Conference and the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association, Sept. 1, 1982. 


Dr, O'Hanlon has been a member of the University of Nebraska faculty since 
1966 when he came to NU from Ohio University as an Assistant Professor in the 
Department of Secondary Education. He was elevated to Associate Professor in 
1967 and to Professor in 1970. 


While at Nebraska, he served as the director of the NUSTEP program for teacher 
education (1969-72), Coordinator of Freshman Programming for the Office of Vice 
Chancellor for Academic Affairs (1973-74), chaired the Governor's Committee on 
the use of Hiram Scott College (1973), chaired the Nebraska Coordinating Com- 
mission for Post-Secondary Education (1974-75), and served as president of the 
University of Nebraska—Lincoln Faculty Senate in 1981. In 1972, he received the 
Foundation Distinguished Teaching Award. 


From 1975 to 1977, he chaired the Department of Physical Education and 
Recreation, then became Director of the new School of Health, Physical Education 
and Recreation (HPER). He served in that position until being named acting Dean 
of Teachers College, July 1, 1982. He was named Dean of Teacher College. May 1, 
1983, 


A native of Blair, Neb., O'Hanlon attended Grinnell College in Grinnell, lowa, 
and received a bachelor’s degree in history from Nebraska in 1957. He earned his 
master's degree in secondary education from Ohio State University in 1958, then 
served as a second lieutenant in the U.S, Army. 


From 1959 to 1962, he was a secondary school teacher in Parma, Ohio, and 
Fremont, Neb., then served as a part-time instructor at the University of Nebraska 
and Assistant Principal at University High School while pursuing an Ed.D. in 
secondary education and educational psychology. which he received from the 
University in 1964. He served as an Assistant Professor in the Department of 
Secondary Education at Ohio University from 1964 to 1966, and was named to 
the Honor Roll of Faculty at Ohio U. in 1965. 


O'Hanlon and his wife, Gail, are the parents of three children, Greg, 22, Susan,

STANFORD 21, NEBRASKA 13 


Nebraska was only the third Big Six team to play in a post-season bow! game, 
but the Cornhuskers made their first bow! trip a memorable one with an invitation 
to the granddaddy of them all—The Rose Bowl. Under the warm California sun 
in Pasadena, Coach Biff Jones’ Cornhuskers led Clark Shaughnessy's Stanford 
Indians twice in the first half, but fell victim to the innovative T-formation 21-13. 
The Huskers took a 7-0 lead just six plays after the kickoff when fullback Vike 
Francis plunged over from the three. Stanford tied the count four plays later when 
Hugh Gallarneau bolted over from nine yards out. In the second quarter, the Hus- 
kers took the lead again on a 33-yard Herm Rohrig-to-Allen Zikmund pass, but 
the Indians came back on Frankie Albert's 41-yard TD pass to Gallarneau for a 14- 
13 halftime lead, A 39-yard TD punt return by Pete Kmetovic iced the game for 
the Indians in the third quarter. The 92,000 fans on hand stil! represent the largest 
crowd ever to see Nebraska play.

If Nebraska's first bowl bid was a memorable one, it’s second was one to forget. 
The 1954 Cornhuskers finished second behind Oklahoma in the Big Seven race 
and went to Miami under the no-repeat rule. Making their first bowl appearance 
in 14 years, Bill Glassford’s Cornhuskers trailed Duke’s Blue Devils at the half, 
14-0, but pulled within 14-7 early in the third quarter after a minus-two-yard Duke 
punt. Halfback Don Comstock scored from the three to cap a 35-yard drive. After 
that, it was all Duke. Coach Bill Murray's Blue Devils rolled 65 yards to score on 
their next possession and added two more tallies in the fourth quarter to ice the 
game, 34-7.

Nebraska made it's second Orange Bow! trip a happier one than the first with 
a 13-7 win over Auburn in the 1964 Miami Classic. The Huskers evened their bow! 
record with the win and handed Bob Devaney his second bow! win in as many 
tries. Husker quarterback Dennis Claridge broke the game open before most of the 
72,647 fans had settled in their seats. On the Huskers’ second play from scrimmage, 
Claridge bolted 68 yards down the sideline to put NU ahead 7-0. At the time, it 
was the longest TD run in OB history. Moments later Dave Theisen broke another 
OB record with a 31-yard field goal. The record lasted until the second quarter 
when Theisen booted a 36-yarder to give NU a 13-0 halftime lead. Auburn quart- 
erback Jimmy Sidle almost brought the Tigers back, but Husker linebacker John 
Kirby batted a fourth-and-four pass away at the goal line with less than three 
minutes to go to preserve the win for Nebraska.

But soph Harry Wilson capped 
a 69-yard Husker march in the second quarter on a one-yard plunge to give Nebraska 
a 7-3 halftime lead, The Huskers held that lead until Bobby Burnett finished the 
Arkansas drive with a three-yard TD run with 4:50 left in the game. In the fierce 
defensive struggle, first downs were even at 11, and the Razorbacks held a slim, 
176-168 total offense edge.

Playing in the first night bow! game ever, ‘Bama won the title, 39-28. The Tide 
led 24-7 at the half and the game was never in serious doubt, but led by the passing 
of Bob Churchich, the Huskers came back to make a solid fight and make the final

Churchich pass on the first play of the fourth quarter. Husker QB Churchich spar- 
kled again against the Tide, completing 21 of 34 passes for 201 yards. With the 
loss, the Huskers joined Alabama in holding the dubious distinction of being the 
only teams to lose in all four major bowls.

Playing under the lights in Miami's Orange Bow! for the first time in five years, 
Coach Bob Devaney's Nebraska Cornhuskers won the first of two straight national 
titles by virtue of a 17-12 win over LSU and some fortunate circumstances. Earlier 
in the day, top-ranked Texas was upset by Notre Dame, 24-11, in the Cotton Bowl, 
and No. 2 Ohio State was shocked by Stanford, 27-17, in the Rose. That left the 
door to the title wide open for No. 3 Nebraska. The Huskers responded by building 
a 10-0 first-quarter lead on a 25-yard field goal by Pau! Rogers and a three-yard 
TD run by Joe Orduna. But a pair of Mark Lumpkin FG's and a 31-yard Buddy 
Lee to Al Coffee TD pass on the last play of the third quarter gave the aroused 
Tigers a 12-10 lead. Nebraska showed its grit by driving 67 yards, and after quart- 
erback Jerry Tagge stretched the ball over from the 1-yard line with 8:50 left, the 
Huskers clinched their first national title.

In his last game as a Cornhusker, Rodgers was moved 
to I-back from his usual wingback position, and on the game’s first play he took 
a pitchout for a 13-yard gain. It was a sign of things to come. “Johnny R" capped 
his career by scoring on runs of eight, four and five yards, caught the Irish defense 
by surprise with a 52-yard TD pass to Frosty Anderson in the second quarter, and 
scored the last of his 50 career TDs (including bow! games) by taking a sideline 
pass from Dave Humm in the third quarter and scampering 50 yards to paydirt.

Nebraska's Cornhuskers broke open a tight scoring contest in the third quarter 
with a pair of game-breaker plays to chalk up a 19-3 win over Texas. The chilled 
New Year's Day crowd of 67,500 saw the Big Eight runnerup and the Southwest 
Conference champions battle to a 3-3 tie at halftime, thanks to a brilliant Longhorn 
one-yard-line stand just before the gun. Bul the Huskers weren't to be denied and 
midway through the third quarter, safety Bob Thornton returned a Texas field goal 
try 41 yards to set up the clinching touchdown, Ritch Bahe scored on a 12-yard 
reverse and Rich Sanger kicked the point to make it 10-3. Four plays later, John 
Bell recovered a Texas fumble at the Longhorn 19 and three plays later Tony Davis 
ripped in from the three to make it 16-3. Sanger kicked a 43-yard field goal with 
8:09 left to complete the scoring. Texas had scored first on a 22-yard field goal by 
Bill Schott in the wake of a Husker fumble, but early in the second quarter defensive 
end Steve Manstedt picked up a Roosevelt Leaks’ fumble in mid-air and raced 65 
yards to the eight to set up a 24-yard field goal by Sanger.

Rallying from a 10-0 halftime deficit, Nebraska scored three times in the second 
half to defeat the tough Florida Gators 13-10. It was the Cornhuskers’ sixth straight 
bowl victory, tying Nebraska with Georgia Tech's record for consecutive bow! 
wins. 

From the very start, it was a tough, uphill climb for the Huskers. Florida scored 
once in the first quarter and kicked a field goal in the second, while holding 
Nebraska's usually strong offense to 138 total yards. 

But in the second half, fullback Tony Davis, quarterback Terry Luck, kicker 
Mike Coyle and the Black Shirt defense took over for the Huskers and led Nebraska 
to victory, although it wasn't until the fourth quarter when the Huskers really got 
rolling, 

Freshman sensation I-back Monte Anthony scored the Huskers’ first touch- 
down, with 13:24 left in the game, when he ran straight up the middle for two 
yards and the score. Coyle's kick was good, and the Huskers trailed 10-7. 

Davis set up Coyle's two deciding field goals with inspired running as he picked 
up 126 yards on 17 carries, including the longest run of the game for 40 yards. 
For his performance, Davis was named the game’s Most Valuable Player, an award 
which he had also received in the Cotton Bowl the previous year. Coyle tied the 
score on a 37-yard boot with 7:13 left in the game and with only 1;46 remaining, 
his 39-yard kick gave the Huskers their sixth-consecutive post-season win.

Nebraska's record-tying six-game bow] win streak was snapped by Arizona 
State in the 1975 Fiesta Bowl, when the Sun Devils edged the Huskers 17-14, 
before 51,396 partisan fans on ASU's home field in Tempe, Ariz. 

The final blow came with 4:50 remaining in the game, when ASU kicker Dan 
Kush successfully booted a 29-yard field goal, breaking a 14-14 tie and capping a 
rally from a 14-6 deficit after three quarters. 

Fighting till the very end, Nebraska took the ensuing kickoff and drove to the 
Arizona State 31 yard line with less than two minutes to play. The Huskers first 
two plays from there were incomplete passes, but on third down, quarterback 
Terry Luck hit fullback Tony Davis with a pass at the ASU 21 yard line. However, 
Davis was hit hard by two Arizona State players and fumbled the ball. The Sun 
Devils recovered it and went on to kill the clock and claim their 17-14 win. 

Nebraska ended the 1975 season al 10-2 and ranked No. 9 in the country. The 
Huskers lost their last two games of the year to No, 1-ranked Oklahoma 35-10 and 
to the No. 2-ranked Sun Devils.

1976 ASTRO-BLUEBONNET BOWL

In the most exciting bow! game of the year, the Nebraska Cornhuskers edged 
past a determined Texas Tech team, 27-24, in the Astro-Bluebonnet Bowl. 

Twice Nebraska rallied to overcome 10-point deficits. With Texas Tech ahead 
17-7 and time running out in the second quarter, quarterback Vince Ferragamo 
moved the Cornhuskers 80 yards in less than two minutes to score on a 22-yard 
touchdown pass to Mark Dufresne. But Texas Tech running back Billy Taylor 
countered early in the third quarter with his third touchdown of the game on an 
eight-yard run to put Nebraska down 24-14. 

Once again, the Cornhuskers started to work on the Texas Tech lead. I-back 
Rick Berns broke around right end and dashed untouched 18 yards into the end 
zone to put Nebraska within three. The Huskers then took the lead when Ferragamo 
connected with split end Chuck Malito—who gained 107 yards in three catches 
to earn most-valuable-lineman honors in the game—for a 23-yard touchdown pass. 
That score, which would prove to be the winning touchdown, was set up by a 
partially blocked punt by defensive backs Ted Harvey and Kent Smith. 

The final score was in doubt until defensive end Reg Gast recovered a Red 
Raider fumble with 1:34 left in the game, killing a Tech threat and allowing 
Nebraska to run out the clock,

Quarterback Randy Garcia came off the bench in the fourth quarter to throw 
two touchdown passes to rally Nebraska from a 17-7 fourth-quarter deficit to a 21-

Garcia, who replaced starter Tom Sorley, first hit wingback Curtis Craig with 
a 10-yard touchdown pass with 10:51 left to cut the Husker deficit to 17-14, then 
threw a 34-yard scoring pass to Tim Smith with 3:16 left in the game to cap a rally 
that frustrated UNC's upset hopes. 

The Tar Heels drew first blood early in the second quarter on a 12-yard scoring 
pass from Matt Kupec to tight end Brooks Williams.

Carolina upped its lead to 17-7 late in the third quarter on a 47-yard field goal 
by Tom Biddle and the Tar Heels appeared to have the game well in control until 
Garcia's heroics brought NU back.

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1979 ORANGE BOWL 
OKLAHOMA 31, NEBRASKA 24 


In the first-ever matchup of Big Eight teams in a bowl game, Nebraska just 
missed duplicating its 17-14 win over Oklahoma several weeks earlier in losing 
to the Sooners 31-24, in the 45th annual Orange Bowl. 

Nebraska got off to a fast start in trying for an unprecedented double over OU, 
driving 80 yards in 15 plays after the opening kickoff to take a 7-0 lead on Tom 
Sorley's 21-yard touchdown pass to Tim Smith. But the Huskers then watched the 
revenge-minded Sooners score 24 unanswered points. 

Nebraska's rally started with 9:12 left in the game when I-back Rick Berns 
capped a 78-yard drive with a 1-yard touchdown run that reduced the deficit to 
31-17. A little over a minute later, defensive tackle David Clark recovered quart- 
erback Thomas Lott's fumble at the OU 42 and the Huskers were definitely back 
in the game. Oklahoma's defense yielded 35 yards to the seven, but rose up to 
stop I-back Craig Johnson on fourth-and-one with 4:24 to go—virtually sealing the 
win, although the Huskers marched 58 yards in 10 plays to score on a 2-yard pass 
from Sorley to Junior Miller on the final play of the game.

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1980 COTTON BOWL 
HOUSTON 17, NEBRASKA 14 


Reserve quarterback Terry Elston threw a 6-yard fourth-down touchdown pass 
to Eric Herring with just 12 seconds left in the game as Houston handed Nebraska 
a heart-breaking 17-14 loss in the 44th Cotton Bowl game—another in a six-year 
string of incredible finishes in Husker bowl games. 

Before a CBS-TV national audience and 72,032 on hand in Dallas’ famous oval, 
the Huskers and Cougars battled tooth-and-nail for a full 60 minutes, and the goal- 
line situation at the end was a fitting finale. 

Nebraska struck first as I-back Jarvis Redwine scored on a 9-yard run late in 
the first period, but Houston came back to tie, 7-7, at halftime on an 8-yard Elston 
run early in the second period. 

After a scoreless third period, Southwest Conference champion Houston took 
its first lead of the game, 10-7, on a 41-yard field goal by Ken Hatfield with 8:25 
left in the game. The Huskers made little headway against the Cougar defense in 
the second half, but took advantage of a Houston fumble to drive 31 yards in six 
plays to take a 14-10 led on Jeff Quinn's 6-yard touchdown pass with 3:56 left. 

The next 3:44 were all Terry Elston, though, as the junior accounted for all but 
11 yards in the Cougars’ winning 66-yard drive himself, completing 5-of-7 passes 
for 45 yards (three for crucial first downs) and rushing three times for 10 yards.

NEBRASKA 31, MISSISSIPPI STATE 17 


A great passing performance by senior Jeff Quinn and a stout defensive effort 
enabled Nebraska to enjoy a successful return to the Sun Bowl by downing Mis- 
sissippi State 31-17, 

The Huskers drew first blood just 2:30 into the game when—on the first play 
after MSU’s Mardye McDole fumbled a Nebraska punt—split end Todd Brown 
scored on a 23-yard end-around. NU added 10 points in the second quarter—on 
a 22-yard Kevin Seibel field goal and an 8-yard Jeff Quinn to Jeff Finn pass—to 
take a 17-0 lead into the dressing room at halftime. 

MSU finally scored in the third quarter on a 47 yard field goal and appeared 
to be gaining momentum when Husker defensive end Jimmy Williams recovered 
a fumble at the Bulldog 25 to set up a 2-yard run by Andra Franklin. The Huskers 
iced the game with a 52-yard Jeff Quinn to Tim McCrady pass late in the game. 
For their efforts, Williams and Quinn were named the outstanding players in the 
1980 Sun Bowl.

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1982 ORANGE BOWL 
CLEMSON 22, NEBRASKA 15 


Coach Tom Osborne’s Cornhuskers went into their 13th consecutive bowl game 
hoping New Year's magic would work the same wonders for them as it had for 
their Big Red counterparts 11 years earlier—and for a while, it looked like it would. 
First, Texas toppled No. 3 Alabama, 14-12, in the Cotton Bowl, and while fourth- 
ranked Nebraska battled Clemson, Pitt was knocking off No. 2 Georgia in the Sugar 
Bowl, leaving it up to the Huskers and Tigers to settle the national title. 

The dream of a third championship in 12 years was not to be for the Huskers, 
though, as their own errors, plus standout performances by Clemson quarterback 
Homer Jordan and the Tiger defense gave the South Carolina school its first national 
title and a 12-0 season with a 22-15 victory. 

The Tigers scored first on a 41-yard Donald Igwebuike field goal to take a 3-0 
lead, but Nebraska came back with a bit of razzle-dazzle and took a 7-3 lead midway 
in the first quarter on a 25-yard TD pass from I-back Mike Rozier to wingback 
Anthony Steels. 

For the next two-and-a-half quarters, it was almost all Clemson, as the oppor- 
tunistic Tigers took advantage of Husker errors to score 19 unanswered points and 
take a 22-7 lead after three periods. Early in the fourth quarter, the Huskers came 
back on a 26-yard TD run and a two-point conversion by Roger Craig, cutting the 
margin to 22-15, but an eighth untimely penalty stopped another promising drive 
moments later and the elusive Jordan ate up all but six seconds of the last 5:24.

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1983 ORANGE BOWL 
NEBRASKA 21, LOUISIANA STATE 20 


The 1983 Orange Bow! game between Nebraska and Louisiana State started out 
like the one-sided contest the oddsmakers had predicted. The Husker defense held 
the Tigers to three yards on three plays after the opening kickoff, forcing a punt, 
then the NU offense drove 51 yards in six plays to take a 7-0 lead on Mark Schellen’s 
2-yard run 4:03 into the game. 

At that point, however, Murphy's Law went into effect. On the first play after 
Toby Williams intercepted an LSU pass at the Husker 7, Nebraska fumbled the 
ball away to set up a tying Tiger TD. The Huskers then fumbled the ball away at 
the LSU 15, forced a punt, and fumbled it at their own 45 to set up another Tiger 
TD. A fake punt then went awry, LSU forced another punt, and the Huskers threw 
an interception and were thankful to be down only 14-7 at halftime. 

The second half didn’t start out any better as NU missed a field goal, then 
fumbled again to set up a field goal that gave LSU a 17-7 lead. But once down 10 
points, the Husker offense came alive, driving 80 yards in 12 plays to score on an 
11-yard pass from Turner Gill to Mike Rozier, and going 47 yards in seven plays 
to finally regain the lead, 21-17, early in the fourth quarter on a 1-yard run by Gill. 

A dropped pass on a faked field goal prevented another score, and another 
interception set up an LSU field goal that cut the margin to 21-20, but the Husker 
offense sealed the win by eating up the final 5:05.

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1984 ORANGE BOWL 
MIAMI, FLA., 31, NEBRASKA 30 


In one of the most exciting bowl games ever played, fourth-ranked Miami 
overcame Nebraska rallies from 17- and 14-point deficits and took the national 
championship away from the Huskers when strong safety Ken Calhoun knocked 
Turner Gill's two-point PAT pass out of Jeff Smith's hands with 48 seconds left 
in the game, preserving a 31-30 home field win in the 50th Orange Bowl. The 
Miami win snapped a 22-game win string for Nebraska and, for the second time 
in three years, Husker national-title hopes died on the Orange Bow! turf. 

Behind rifle-armed freshman quarterback Bernie Kosar, the ‘Canes jumped to 
an easy 17-0 first-quarter lead and never trailed. The Huskers rallied to score two 
second-quarter touchdowns, then tied the game early in the second half on a Scott 
Livingston field goal, but Miami then scored twice in a five minule span later in 
the third period to put the visitors in a 31-17 hole. 

Things looked blackest for Nebraska four plays after Miami's last score when 
Heisman Trophy winner Mike Rozier left the game for good with a badly-bruised 
ankle, but junior I-back Jeff Smith came in to rush for 99 yards and two touchdowns, 
the second a 24-yarder on fourth-and-eight, to get the Huskers within 31-30. Coach 
Tom Osborne then eschewed the PAT kick (and a tie that would have assured 
Nebraska the national title) and decided to go for it all—but, thanks to Calhoun, 
Gill and Smith came up just short.
